Dr. Howard P. Robertson, a 
Sierra Madrean who is pro¬ 
fessor of mathematical phys- 
sies at the California Insti¬ 
tute of Technology, will rc- 
turn home from Europe in 
about a week following the 
completion of an assignment 
for the U.S. Government. 

Before leaving for Europe, 
Dr. Robertson gave a series 
of Vanuxem lectures on 
“The Untented Cosmos” at 
Princeton University. He and 
his wife live at 590 Auburn 
Ave. 

Dr. Robertson served as 
adviser to Gen. Alfred M 
Gruenther in Europe from 
1954 until 1956 and more 
recently was scientific ad¬ 
viser to the supreme allied 
commander in Europe. 

The recipient of the Medal 
of Merit in 1946 “for out¬ 
standing services to the 
United States” during World 
War II, Dr. Robertson in re¬ 
cent years has been deputy 
director and research direc¬ 
tor of the weapons systems 
evaluation group in the Of¬ 
fice of the Secretary of De¬ 
fense, as well as a member 
of scientific advisory boards 
established by the armed 
forces. 

Internationally known for 
his contributions to scientific 
journals, Professor Robertson 
is active in scholarly socie¬ 
ties in this country and 
abroad, including thc Amer¬ 
ican Philosophical Society 
and the Royal Astronomical 
Society.

Enough Rope 


At long long last, it is devoutly hoped, a raging con¬ 
troversy— one which probably should never have started 
in the first place — is over. 

I’m referring, of course, to the question of religioun 
in the public schools. The Board of Education last Mon¬ 
day night, as the story on Page 1 states, unanimously 
adopted a resolution which should satisfy almost every¬ 
body in a left-handed sort of way. 

Monday’s meeting, compared with the fiasco in the 
school cafeteria last month, was a model of decorum. 
Part of the credit must go to Dr. Milton W. Valois, Board 
president, who chaired the meeting with quiet authority. 

True, two speakers brought up the “Jewish issue” in 
thinly veiled references to our “Christian nation,” etc. But 
in the main, the crackpots and the bigots, who attended 
in considerable force, kept themselves under reasonably 
tight control during the meeting itself. 

How they managed to restrain themselves for so long 
is a minor miracle, known only to God. 

Their restraint, though, didn’t last more than two 
two seconds after the Board vote. All of them, it appeared, 
gathered in the school hallway in what can be properly 
described as a rump session of the Gerald L. K. Smith 
Protective Association. 

There, they buttonholed all pasoerbys and expounded 
some of the weirdest trash imaginable. 

The Jews, the Catholics and even the Protestants with 
whom they disagree were attacked in the most vitriolic 
language. 

One large, middle-aged woman, not a Sierra Madrean, 
insisted that Hitler was a fine person and had not killed 
any Jews, “although a few died accidentally while they 
were being fumigated.” 

Other equally preposterous clap-trap was spewed forth 
for many long minutes, all under the heading of “Chris¬ 
tianity.” 

Although the lunatic fringe made no converts, they 
did succeed in establishing their identities firmly in the 
minds of those who stopped to listen. 

In effect, they isolated themselves from the decent 
people of the community. Their banner is now known and, 
I’m certain, they will be shunned like the plague in Sier¬ 
ra Madre by the vast majority of men and women of good 
will, regardless of how one feels about religious instruc¬ 
tion in the public schools. H.W.E.
